She referred to Articie 410, Sec- 
tion 2 of the ASI Constitution 
which lists five steps which a new 
activity must take before it can get 
ASI money. Senate Chair Robin 
Blair, and a majority of the other 
senators, however, referred to 
Section 1 of that same article 
which states that The ultimate 
authority for expansion of student 
activities resides with the ASCSUS 
Senate 

This Senate is the most 
igncrant thing | have ever met up 
with,” Connors said after she failed 
to convince Blair and other 
senators that their interpretation 
was wrong She tater also 
suggested that Biair and the other 
senators take up a class in dic- 
tionary reading to find out “that 
ultimate means final, after ail 
other steps have been taken 

Connors further pointed out 
that all but three activity 
organizations had gone through 
the correct process of requesting 


money, and that therefore the 
Senate could only allegate money 
to those organizations that had 
the Children’s Center, the Program 
Board and the AS! Operations 

According to the ASI statute, 
eacn activity board must first 
present its budget proposal to its 
executive board before submitting 
t to the Board of Fiscai Matters 
BOFM). According to Connors 
al! but the three activity boards 
had submitted their budgets direc- 
tly to the BOFM Also. she said 
there had not been a campus - 
wide survey to determine where 
Students want to see their money 
go, which is also mandated by the 
AS! statute 

Connors statements caused 
great confusion and heated dis- 
cussions among the senators and 
several members of the galiery At 
ane point Willie Pelate, the new as- 
sistant to President Heyman 
Matiock, questioned whether Biair 
was intelligent enough to preside 
over the ASi Senate. when Blair 
allowed a motion to be voted on,

programs was illegal. Blair 
however, did not want to given on 
Lineer, and halted Lineer from 
arguing after his time had run out 
Lineer, disenchanted, responded 
with a simple “oh well, see you in 
court.” 

On May 27, the last day of the 
budget hearings, the illegality 
question was raised once more 
Finally the help of ASI Business 
Manager Paul McAmis was called 
for McAmis acknowledged that 
most programs had not taken the 
appropriate steps, and could ther- 
fore not be funded legally 

The Senate then decided to 
fund only those programs which 
had taken the right steps and put 
the rest of the money ($189,000) 
back into the contingency fund 

Also it decided to put all the 
money that they had aliegated tc 
the four new programs, to the 
Program Board, with the

Roughly one in every five CSUS 
workers — 21 per cent — is a 
nembe. of a minority compared to 
9 per cent statewide, ranking 
SUS third among 19 state college 
ampuses in its percentage of 

ninority employes. 
Among the top five CSUC units 
a in minority hiring by percentage, 
California State College, Dom- 
nguez Hills ranked first in the

system with a 29.6 percentage of 
minority employes; CSU, Los 
Angeles was in second piace with 
28.1 per cent, then came Sac- 
ramento, with its 21 per cent, San 
Francisco State University with 
19.7 per cent and the CSUC head- 
quarters with 18.4 per cent. 

The figures were contained in 
report from the CSUC head- 
quarters on the employment of 
women and minority groups in the 
state college system as of June 
1976. 


. Biomedical engineer 
masters CSUS offer 


A master's degree in biomedical 
engineering will be offered at 
CSUS this fall, making it one of the 
few colleges in the nation to offer 
such a degree. 

“The new degree is formal 
recognition of the university's in- 
novative program in the field,” said 
Dr. Donald Gillott, dean of the 
school of engineering.

in the last four years, said 
Gillott, CSUS has given courses in 
biomedical engineering, but has 
had to award master's degrees in 
electrical or mechanical 
engineering. 

About 30 students a year have 
taken the speciaiized courses, he 
said, and the demand for them has 
been high at hospitals and in the 
biomedical industry. 


Gillott now expects the number 


‘of students in the field to increase 
to about 60. Some will be life 
science students, who will have to

While the report was seif - des- 
cribed as highlighting “positive ac- 
complishments,” it said, “We stil! 
have much to do before it can be 
said that, systemwide, the legacy 
of exclusion and discrimination 
which has been a part of this 
nation’s social fabric, no longer ex- 
ists in the CSUC system. 

President James Bond said “We 
can be proud of these figures 
because they represent progress 
in our efforts to bring quaiified 
minority workers onto our campus 
as staff and faculty members.” 
Bond added, “However, the fact 
that we are making progress, and 
rank high within the CSUC system, 
does not mean we can lessen our 
efforts to bring opportunity to all 
those qualified to serve.” 

Bond has been criticized in the 
past by some faculty members for 
failing to pursue affirmative action 
aggressively. 

Statewide, mincrities amounted 
to 16.9 per cent of the CSUC 
workforce. This is down slightly 
from 17 per cent in 1974, but the 
report said that was because aux- 
iliary and campus foundation em- 
ployes were newly included in the 
1976 survey. 

The 39.3 per cent of women em- 
ployed in the CSUC system is up 
from the 37.1 per cent in 1974. 

The statewide figure for blacks 
was 6.1 per cent compared to §.1 


per cent in 1971, Hispanic 5.8 per

Bill to publish facts

Graduate Job-Finding

A bill demanding each 
department of each California 
State University and College 
(CSUC) campus to publish figures 
on the number of graduates that 
found jobs within a year after their 
graduation was recently approved 
by the State Education Committee 

The bill (SB 894), introduced by 
State Senator Bob Wilson, has 
confused and angered many 
CSUC officials who had opposed 
the legislation. They say the bill is 


both unnecessary and impossible 
to enact 

Existing law does not require 
the administration of each CSUC 
campus to make information 
available regarding the number of 
graduates that found a job in the 
first year after their graduation to 
prospectible CSUC students 
Instead a statewide survey is taken 
each Spring which shows ap- 
proximately how many graduates 
from ali CSUC campuses found a 
job either in their major or outside 
their major 

Under the proposed bill, each 


Four-day work week 
for CSUS employees

Since May 31 the CSUS campus 
has switched to a four - day work 
week in an effort to save energy 
during the summer months. 

“We hope to cut our use of 
energy by one - third compared 
with previous summers,” said 
President Bond. “That not only 
helps ease the energy load, but 
saves money as well,” he added. 

Essential services to the public 
and summer students will be main- 
tained by adjusting the days 
worked by empioyes. Campus of- 
fices will remain open from 8 a.m. 
until § p.m., five days per week. 
Employes will continue to work the 
normal 40 hours per week, but will 
be on ten - hour days under the 
four - day system. Most employes 
will take Friday as their additional 
day off, but necessary services wil! 
be available to students and the 
vunic tive days per week tnrough 
adjustment of days worked. 

“The bulk of the savings in 
doliars and energy will come from 
shutting down one of the two cen- 
tral chillers which supply air con- 
Gitioning to the majority of large 
buildings on campus and secon- 
dly, from shutting down the cam- 
pus’ central steam boiler during 
June, July and August,” said Bond. 

Food service areas will continue 
to have hot water from 
independent, smailer heaters. 

Summer session classes will be 
consolidated into as few buildings 
as possible to lighten the load on 
the singte chiller that will remain in 
limited operation. 

“The four - day week will save 
an estimated $20,000 to $30,000 in 
energy bills during the summer, 


will drive their cars to work one day 
less per week,” Bond said. “Shut- 


ting down the central steam plant 
during the summer months will 
mean additionai savings estimated 
at $33,000." 

The single chiller that will 
remain in operation during the 
summer months wiil be shut off at 4 
p.m. daily as well as Saturday and 
Sunday. Bond stated that the early 
shutdown will help ease the load 
on the Sacramento Municipal 
Utility Distraict during the critical 4 
p.m. to 7 p.m. period when the

campus would be required to 
publish information as to: how 
many graduates have come out of 
each department, the number cf 
graduates that found a job in their 
major in the first year after 
graduation, and ,the number of 
graduates who obtained a job out- 
side their major field. 

Chuck McFadden, CSUS public 
relations director, said the ad- 
ministration opposes the bill for its 
‘impossibility to enact’. McFadden 
added, “How are we going to find 
these things out? Ali we can do is 
ask the graduates to tell us when 
they find ajob, but a lot of them will 
either forget about it or they just 
don't want to be bothered with it.” 

Rachel Kaldor, assistant to Dr 
James Jensen, who lobbied 
against the bil! for the CSUC said 
school officials are afraid that 
prospective students will be to 
heavily influenced by figures 
which may not be ail that accurate. 
“We're afraid that some students 
might even change their major 
because the figure thut we come 
up with shows there might be a 
better chance in a different field,” 
said Kaldor. 

“The current Spring survey 
conducted on a statewide basis 
gives a fairly accurate picture, bu. 
the chancellor's office has always 
instructed the CSUC campuses to 


use the figures carefully, said

cent compared to 3.8 per cent in 
1971, Asian 4.2 per cent compared 
to 27 per cent in 1971 and 8 per 
cent for American Indian and other 
non - whites compared to 19 per 
cent in 1971 

At CSUS the percentage of 
women employes was 394 per 
cent compared to 35 5 per cent in 
1971. Total minority was 163 per 
cent in 1971 compared to 21 per 
cent in 1976 

The report also showed wages 
for minorities and women were 
generally lower than white males 
because the former two groups 
were concentrated in lower paying 
positions 

The number of women holding 
rank of professor statewide, 
declined from 13 3 per cent to 12.7 
per cent in 1976. However, the 
percentage of women hoiding 
other faculty positions increased 
during the same period to register 
an overall gain of slightly more 
than three per cent

Literary Sightseer 


Awards Adopted for distinguished

There are not many awards for fantasy, as distinguished from Science Fic- 
tion or “Horror” Fiction. 

One of the few prestigious awards is the H. P. Lovecraft Memorial Award. 
In general, awards have been made with like prestigious effect in the name of 
authors who were unknown during their lifetime and given tremendous ad- 
miration thereafter. But Lovecraft lived and died as an unknown, admired to 
the point of adulation by a few friends who were later to achieve fame — 
August Derleth, Robert Bioch and Fritz Leiber were examples — but who, at 
the time, were unknown and unsung. 

Now there has been created an award for living fantasy writers: The Fritz 
Leiber Fantasy Award. 

It will be presented yearly at the Fantasy Feire — the convention run by the 
only man to publish a book by the late Howard Phillips Lovecraft, not after 
Lovecraft’s death had made it feasibie to admire the author without paying 
him royalties, but actually during Lovecraft's lifetime; William Crawford. 
Crawford's publication of H.P.L.’s Shadow Over innsmouth actually 
appeared in hard covers in 1936, three years before the now famous author's 
death. 

The Fritz Leiber fantasy award will be presented at the Fantasy Faire Vii 
convention, which will be held in Pasadena on August 12-14, 1977. Many

notables in the field of fantasy literature, including R. Bloch, Ray Bradbury 
and C. L. Moore, have promised to be present as the'r respected and ‘much - 
loved” colleague — Fritz Leiber -- receives the first of these awards 

Fritz Leiber was born in Chicago in 1910. He has a degree in philosophy 
from the University of Chicago, and he’s done things like lay preaching, 
teaching drama, and inspecting airplanes. His literary works include The Big 
Time, Conjure Wife, The Wanderer, You're Not Alone, and a Tarzan book, 
Tarzan and the Vailey of Gold. 

Leiber has just published his latest work of fantasy; Our Lady of Darkness. 
If the reader enjoys works in the vein of Lovecraft and Clark Ashton Smith, 
then this current work of Leiber will be a pleasure to read. However, Fritz 
Leiber's style allows anyone who enjoys a good fictional book to enjoy read- 
ing “Our Lady. . ." as the author is a master in creating “atmosphere” and his 
latest work definitely reflects this ability 


August Derleth founded the publishing outlet of Arkham House in part to 
continue keeping H. P. Lovecraft's work before the public. It has since ex- 
panded with one of its more current publications being The Height of the 
Scream by Ramsey Campbell

Its first tale, which utilizes the concept of the “doppelganger,” is the 
finest piece. However, the stories: “The Dark Show,” “Smoke Kiss,” and “The 
Words that Count” also shows Campbell's adept hand in playing with the 
shadowy dimensions of the reader's mind 

A sentence from the flyleaf of Campbell's latest sums up the author and his 
work. “The world of Ramsey Campbeil is centered in the tenebrous interior of 
the human mind and from there proceeds through a haunted iandscape in 
which surreal specters and libidinous phantasms arise to confound mortal 
existence.” 


Finally, for those who enjoy the cinema aspects of the gendre mentioned 
in this column, there is a new magazine just out this summer perfect for you 
Its name is Phobos and the Editor and Publisher is Victor Gates. 

According to Gates the title of his magazine came about because he 
wanted a title that would reflect the major areas of filmdom he wanted 
covered. Phobos is the name of one of the moons which orbit the planet Mars 
(Science Fiction) and is also the Greek word for Fear (Horror), hence, the 
magazine is covering films of Science Fiction, Horror, and Fantasy. 

This is a fine magazine and well worth looking into, and deserves your pat- 
ronage 
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
